237. That is, the railroads owed their bondholders 
more than the principal amount of the European war | 
debt to the United States. It might have been thought 
that, in.the prosperqus period 1920-30, this debt might 
have been reduced. Actually, in that,period, the rail-( 
roads floated new securities totaling $9,628,867,958, of 
which 77 per cent represented funded debt. Some 
railroads, which are now running to the Government 
for money, borrowed freély at this time, though their 
earning power showed no increase. 

Of course, under Government regulation, railroad 
earnings are restricted and there are no such huge 
melons to cut as industrial companies often distrib- 
ute among their delighted stockholders. Neverthe- 
less, in the Coolidge-Mellon era, the railroads did cut 
melons in the form of cash dividends to common 
stockholders. Hére we have the spectacle of a busi- 
ness mortgaged to the eyes passing out surplus earn- 
ings instead of calling in its bonds, or laying aside 
money for a rainy day. This practice was followed 
even by the Frisco, whose mortgage indebtedness has 
called forth a special censure of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. How fine it would be if ordinary 
business prudence had sat at the directors’ tables 


and the railroads had reserved for sinking fund pur- 


poses the large sums paid out in dividends. If that 
had-been done, many railroads would not now be in 
the humiliating role of borrowing money from the 
United States Treasury. ' 

Mr. Clough says that the financing methods of the 
roads in the future must be materially altered. Good 
advice, but eyents may show it is proffered too late. 
The railroads’ principal reservoir for capital in the 
past has been life insurance companies, savings 
banks, endowed institutions and other professional 
investors, who have become profoundly disillusioned 
about the railroads. Whether they can be depended 
upon in the future to buy railroad securities is open 
to doubt. To be sure, a sudden turn for the better in 
economic conditions, increasing railroad earning 
power, would provide the means for reforming rail- 
road financial policy. We trust that will happen. 

Meanwhile, in presenting their case to the public, 
the roads must bear their share of the responsibility 
for their plight, and it is no small one.

In the matter of General Electric’s loan to Samuel 
Insull, it will be agreed that somebody was pretty 
generous, not to say munificent. After all, $2,000,000, 
a lot of:money at any time, was a Maharajah’s ran- 
som at that particular hour. And to have lent such 
an amount on $400,000 collateral, plus Mr. Insull’s 
personal responsibility, raised the negotiation, one 
might say, from the plane of hard business to the 
altitude of comradeship.

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A CONTINUING GOOD WORK.

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APPOINTMENTS IN TWO STATES. 

With numerous important State offices soon to be 
filled by appointment in Missouri, it is well that this 
State should take notice of the appointment of Dr.

A professor of crim- 
inal Jaw, an authority on the care of juvenile delin- 
quents and the author of a number of important pub- 
lications on penology, Dr. Sayre may be described as 
unusually qualified to fill the post to. which he has 
been appointed. It is in such use of the appointive 
power that its justification lies. The Governor must 
select aids who will work with him and assist 
him in his administration; he must at the same time 
make certain that his choices meet the prime consid- 
eration of ability and inclination to fill the office to 
the benefit of the people.

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CHRISTMAS AND OLD ST. LOUIS. 

The holiday season in St. Louis a century and a 
half ago, devoid as it was of the modern Christmas, 
did not lack for gay festivity. It meant the approach 
of the ball of the Twelfth Night and merry expedi- 
tions of singing and dancing bands on the eve of the 
new year to solicit viands for that joyous occasion. 
“La Guignolee,” this parade of the fun-makers was 
called, as the Missouri Historical Society recently in- 
formed a city that had long since forgotten. 

St. Louis’ failure to keep alive some remembrance 
of so picturesque a festival stands in contragt to the 
perpetuation of holiday observances in other places, 
There is, for example, the celebration of Christmas 
week in Louisburg Square, on old Beacon Hill, in 
Boston. An oval of quiet every other week in the 
year, this small opening among the venerable houses 
becomes a scene of gaiety and splendor as soon as 
dusk -descénds on Christmas eve. About the narrow 
plot, iron-fenced and containing a few: barren. elms, 
throngs from all New England assemble to view the 
freshly-washed colonial doors, the brightly-polished 
knockers, the countless candles and the glistening 
wreaths, to hear the old carols and bell notes ring 
out in the crisp air, to accept the welcome of the 
beaming householders. 

No Louisburg Square in St. Louis? The forgotten 
section between downtown and the now ice-caked 
river once contained a dozen or more. The old homes 
around Hyde Park to the north and Lafayette Park 
to the south suggest the leisurely Christmases of by- 
gone years. In our forgetfulness, we have lost some- 
thing which, at least once each year,’ might have 
called attention to the quaint charm of old St. Louis. 
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NO BEER AT NORTHWESTERN.

ECAUSE we are sure to hear a great 
5 deal about the sales tax ini the next few 

months, may I suggest that few people 
know exactly what such a tax involves? It 
means that on everything, or the larger 
numbe: of things, that enters into general 
trade, a tax is levied. Usually the consumer 
not only pays the tax which reaches the 
Government, but that tax pyramided by 


extra profit all the way from the manu- - 


facturer to the ultimate retailer. The things 


that are taxed are precisely thoge things 


which the average farmer, worker and pro- 
fessional man has to buy for his family. 

, “The Taylor Society has recently pointed 
out that 80 per cent of the total volume of 
goods purchased yearly in this country is 
purchased by workers with annual incomes 
of less than $5000... Those earning less than 

~$1000 have to purchase 18~per cent of this 
total volume of sales. Even the unem- 
ployed, so long as 4hey can purchase any- 
thing at all, are victims of this tax. 

It is, in other words, a tax deliberately 
‘designed to permit the property-owning 
classes to unload their share of the tax 
burden on to the backs of the workers, This 
they are willing to do, even at the cost of 
hindering. any future return to prosperity. 
Even the capitalist economists admit that 
prosperity hangs on the increased purchas- 
ing power of the people, and this tax inevit- 
ably means decreased purchasing power. 

Some friend of Al Smith may say, as he 


did in Newark, ‘that the Government can’t .

SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 24— 
Arturo Alessandri became Presi- 


dent of Chile today for the second} 


time in 12 years... 

The new " Pediailiont was elected 
Oct; 30 by an overwhelming major- 
ity over four candidates for a six- 
year term, to succeed the Repub- 
jic’s last constitutional President, | 
Juan E. Montero, whose adminis- 
tration was overthrown by a So- 
cialist-Military revolt June 4, and 
who was elected for a similar term: 
a'year ago. Alessandri actually is 
the sixth President of Chile in seven 
months. ! 

Alessandri has pledged himself 
to strict constitutionality. He.plans 
to make his administration semi- 
Socialistic, in keeping with his pro- 
gram when he was first in office. 
He has promised economic rehabili- 
tation of the country, decentraliza- 
tion of government and provincial 
home rule; readjustment of com- 
mercial relations with other una- 
tions, chiefly those of Latin-Amer- 
ica, and solution of the nitrate 
problem. 

His program, he'said, would fur- 
ther the interests of the proletariat, 
“not with fancy theories or magic 
formulas that recently some other 
individuals played with at the ex- 
pense of the State, but genuine 
laws for social and mass better- 


| (ment which precludes prejudice 


and abuse.” 
New Cabinet Announced. 

The new Cabinet was announced 
today as follows: Horacio Hevia, 
Premier and Minister of Interior; 
Miguel Cruchaga, Foreign Minister; 
Gustavo Rogs, Finance; Domingo 
Duran, Education and Justice: Al- 
fred Piwonka, Industry; Emilio 
Bello-Codesido, National Defense; 
Carlos Henriquez, Agriculture and 
Colonization, and Fernando Garcia 
Oldini, Health and Labor. 

Alessandri was first President in 
1920 when he overthrew the old 
feudal type of rule and instituted a 
popular Government. He was ex- 
fled once during his term, but was 
recalled. He then sponsored the 
1925 constitution which has given 
Chileans more rights and privi- 
leges. 

The new President takes office 


at the close of one of Chilée’s most 


chaotic years, during which per- 
sonal and militarist revolts. and 
mutinies followed one another in 


| Tapid succession. 


Mont@o, trying to rule without 


the aid of a Congress hostile to his 


program, fell before the Davila- 
Grove pseudo-Socialist junta move- 
ment of June 4. Carlos Davila, 
forced out of the junta, led a coun- 
ter-revolt against Air Commodore 
Marmaduke Grove, which resulted 
in Grove being exiled to Easter 
Island. 

Davila held office for 90 days in 
the face of mutinies and incipient 
revolts, and then was forced to re- 
sign in favor of Gen. Bartolme 
Blanche. A move to bring former 
President Carlos Ibanez back as 
provisional President and a revolt 
of former Air Commodore Artura 
Merino Benitez both failed, and 
then Blanche had to resign to per- 
mit Abraham Oyanedel, head of the 
Supreme Court, to re-establish con- 
stitutional Government. 


Chilean Politics to Affect U. 8. In- 
vestments of $714,000,000. 

The fate of $714,000,000 of United 
States capital invested in Chile wi!l 
be influenced greatly: by the poli- 
cies of Alessandri. Foreign business | 
now is at its lowest ebh, Since Chile 
produced 60 per cent of the nitrate 
for the world 10 years ago, the pro- 
duction of synthetic nitrate in other 
countries has forced its quota as 
low as 26 per cent last year. Large 
governmental expenditures were 
mainly by nitrate revenues and the 
change has been disastrous. 

Copper, iron and iodine produc- 
tion also has fallen off. Today about 
150,000 of the 1,000,000 working 
population are unemployed. 

During his long career, Alessandri 
has been outspoken in both a 
friendly and uncomplimentary man- 
ner toward the United States. Dur- 
ing his first term as president ho 
expressed admiration for President 
Wilson in relation to South Ameri- 
can matters and he welcomed the 
United States fleet in Chile on its 
last around-the-horn trip. 

But when matters went awry fcr 
Chile in its boundary dispute with 
Peru at the Washington conference 
in 1926, Alessandri remarked that 
the United States was “a nation of 
giants ruled by pygmies.” In that 
dispute, the United States “served 
only to ‘in hatred between 
Chile and Peru and lost the fri»na- 
ship of Chile,” he said.

Commercialism on Coast. 

In the Southwest, to offset de 
clines in professional baseball and 
boxing, a healthier trend is noted 
in amateur athietics as well as 
“participation in sports which de- 
mand little expense.” One sports 
editor finds “tremendous increase 
in the number of hunters and 
fishermen, with golf, tennis and’ 
bowling holding up well.” 

One of the conspicuous develop- 
ments noticed on the Pacific Coast 
is “the desire of amateurs in most 
fevery line of athletic endeavor to 
gain some of the emolument of the 
professional athiete.
